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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instantly 
claimed process for preparing isocyanates is neither disclosed nor fairly suggested 
by the closest art of record: Applicants' demonstration (Remarks, Page 6, line 19- 
page 9, line 2, and references cited therein) that commercially available phosgene 
contains greater than the instantly required levels of bromine render the instantly 
claimed process patentable over the closest prior art Yamamoto et al (US 4,193,932 
03-1980) and Schmitt et al (US 3,916,006 10-1975). Neither Yammamoto nor Smith 
teach or fairly suggest limiting the bromine content of the phosgene employed to the 
instantly claimed level of 50 ppm or less. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
